Negotiations are proceeding be- 
tween the members of the adminis- 
tratlon ond the Japanese outhoritles 
in Shan}hif;-also through diplomatic 
channels in Tolsyo, in an effort to 
reach na satisfactory settlement. 

The ndministrators of the Gabelle 
are a body of 25 foreigners, including 
six British, who are stationed in 
various parts of China, The Amerl- 
cans hold the key points in the 
Shanghai headquarters, -

_ FAIR PLAY FOR 
LANDLORDS 


Yesterday, in this column, a 
writer discussed the so-called 
"Rent Ramp” in Hongkong and 
intimated that the remedy lay 
in the reform of the system 
which allows investment for 
profit, He journeyed, for a 
little, into the realm of the ab- 
stract; and he suggested that 
British people may be funda- 
mentally wrong in their 
generally accepted views on 
economics. At least that is 
how many will interpret the 
words, and may not agree with 
them. However, there is no in- 
tention to argue here the merits, 
or otherwise, of the capitalistic 
system, Perhaps it suits the 
.| British mentality. It seems to 
have served very well. | - 


But the immediate problem 
facing Hongkong calls for 
another sort of remedy. It is 
not feasible to suggest that the 
rent evil can be corrected by 
destroyme the investment 
scheme, or the investor, for 
upon that system this Colony is 
built; and only as long ag it sur- 
vives will ssongkong flourish. 
But a measure of rent control 
does not mean socialism. It 
calls for the exercising of 
ordinary. common-sense. No- 
one, from the staunchest of con- 
servatives to the hottest liberal 
(and we are not using the word 
in the political sense) likes the 
idea of profiteering. Especially 
is there a strong feeling against 
money-grabbing in a time of 
emergency ‘and profiting from 
the misfortunes of others. A 
reasonable return on invest- 
mexts is desirable from the 
point of view of every citizen, 
whether he owns property or 
not. For prosperity of any 
‘class or section of socicty is, to 
some extent, of benefit to the 
whole. . What Hongkong people 
do objéct to.is a piling of profit 
on profit, and an attempt: to 
make up for slim earnings in 
the past by raising beyond a fair 
level the present selling price of 
any commodity or possession, 
whether it is flour or butter or 
motor cars or floor-space. 

In ordinary times a man_ is 
entitled to build a house or a 
block of flats and ask whatever 
rent he likes. He is entitled to 
o hundred per cent. per annum 
on hig investment—if he can 
get it. Conditions are generally 
such, however, that he will 
come down .to the competitive 
level If he has any. . business 
sense. That is his personal 
affair. It is only when circum- 
stances alter radically, when an 
emergency occurs and living 
quarters are crowded and at a 
premium ‘that Government 
authority. should step. in and 
say: “Charge thia much, which 
is a fair roturn on;your invest- 
ment, for this property ls needed

Mr. George Liddell, the Birming- 
ham manager, was more explicit, 
though he too protested that £10,000 
was a completely inadequate sum for 
the purpose, adding “the ramp in 
transfer fees is a burden on all 
clubs.” ; ; 


A BIG DIFFERENCE 


The difference between a player's

Farr Has No Power 
In Punches 


By A, Boxing Correspondent 


London, Jan. 23. 

In spite of national feeling and the 
keen anxiety that Farr should pver- 
come the first of the obstacles to his 
chance for another match for the 
world champlonship, there must 
hove been many listeners on this 
side whose sympathies went out to 
Braddock as he entered the ring. 
Ten years the older man, and near- 
ly os many pounds the lighter, 
shorter in the reach, and slower, the 
Irishman had nothing in his favour 
but his long experience. The bet- 
fing was 2 and 3 to 1 against him, 
and, as the broadcaster sald, Ameri- 
can sporting writers were unanim- 
ous that nothing but a miracle could 
save Braddock. As, however, the 
old boxer says of the journalists 
in Hemmingway's story, “Fifty 
Grand": — 


“They're 
they?” 


Probably Farr was hnndicapped 
by the importance to him of the 
occasion. For the Welshman the 
contest was a step towards the 
champlonship and great wealth; for 
Braddock it was just one more fight. 
With everything to gnin by winning, 
Farr ‘was matched against a man 
who had nothing to lose, but whose 
race and record ensured that he 
would fight desperately, whatever 
the odds. And Farr's Inck of oa 
finishing punch was heavily against 
him in a ten-round: contest... Farr 
weighed 14 st. 31 Ib, more than he 
has ever scaled before, while Brad- 
dock was 14 st. 3% Ib, of which 6 
or 7 Ib. at Ieast must have been 
superfluous, 


FOUGHT TO PLAN 


The contest Itself scems to have 
been interesting. Farr throughout 
appears to have fought to plan, bat- 
tering away at his opponent's body, 
probably tempted by his opponent's 
fleshiness, Braddock, on the con- 
trary, seems to have followed the 
alleged maxim of Napoleon, “I never 
plan a battle. I engage, and fecl my 
way.” Farr apparently was the 
foster and, crouching and weaving 
in his characteristic style, drove his 
Jeft to the face and bored in for the 
body. Braddock's ribs were soon 
badly bruised, and Farr would have 
had the better of the earlier rounds 
had it not been for his hitting low, 
which lost him the third round and 
possibly more. 


By the sixth round Braddock’s 
legs were coming in for attention, 
looked as_ though Farr's 
chanee had come. But the Irishman 
had cvidently decided thot Farr 
could not hit hard enough to stop 
him, and for the last four. rounds 
fought very hard, and landed some 
heavy punches to Farr's head. From 
Ustening to the broadcast I expected 
a draw, but after what seemed a 
long delay « win for Braddock was 
announced, Probably the low 
punches tinned the scale against 

‘arr. 


UNFORTUNATE FOR FARR 


‘The result is unfortunate for the 
Welshman,’ who would have been 
better sulted by a‘ 15-round contest. 
It should bo remembered that Brad- 
dock, after all, {s an ex-champion of 
the world, and the Oght was over 
ten rounds only, which prevented 
age from tolling its accustomed tale. 
Jt is a pity that Farr left the ring as 
apparently he did, for his future in 
the States will now be very doubt- 
ful, and he needs all the popularity 
he can get.

The congress of ‘the International 
Amateur Athletic Federatlon was 
held here this afternoon when the 
proceedings were concluded, 

The Japanese delegate on behalf 
of the Japanese Olympic Committee, 
asked for permission to hold the 
1940 games in October owing to the 
Intense ‘heat prevailing in Japan 
during the months of August ond 
September, 3 

The German, Swedish, and Italian 
delegates backed the request, while 
the British, American, and_, French. 
delegates strongly objected. The 
Jatter stressed that students could 
not take part in the games-if they 
were held in October, and that the 
gomes would lose a part of thelr 
interest and prestige if students were 
not present.

ALLEGED 


Witnesses Tell Of 
Attack On 
European Woman 


_TWO CHINESE CHARGED 


Further accounts of the alleged 
attack on Mrs. 
given at the Kowloon Magistracy 
yesterday, when hearing in the 
assault charge against a Chinese 
tailor and his wife was continued 
before Mr. K. M. A. Barnett. After 
the prosccution’s case had been 
closed, an_adJournment was made to 
2.30 p.m. 6n Friday, March 18, 

A scross-summons oguinst Mra. 
Pears is being dealt with together 
with the charge, 2 

The Chinese, Lai Kai-ming, 31, 
and Ho Suk-yuen, 27, appeared on 
bail of $25 cach and were represent. 
ed by Mr, Hinshing Lo, while Mr. C 
A. S, Russ acted for Mrs, Pears. 
Detectlve Sergeunt J. F. Scott was 
present for the police. 

It had been stated at a previous 
hearing that Mrs, Pears had remons- 
trated with the Chinese, who had 
been driving in a car in Hankow 
Road on February 2, for running 
over her foot, and that they had left 
the car and assaulted her, 

Yesterday Dr. G. H. Henry, of the 
Kowloon Hospital, testified to ex- 
amining Mrs. Pears after the incl- 
dent. He said she had abrasions on 
the bridge of her nose, and com- 
plained of pains in her abdomen. 
Though there were no external signs 
of violence it was possible {hat she 
had been struck there or that she 
had strained herself. She was suf- 
fering from shock, and appeared to 
have been nssaulted with reasonably 
severe violence. 

In witness’ opinion, &€ Mrs, Pears 
hod been the active party in on 
assault, she would not have shown 
signs of shoclc, 

Dr. Bee Hoat-deck,. also of the 
Kowloon Hospital, said he had ex- 
amined the defendants. Both had 
slight scratches on. thelr faces and 
the man had two bruises on his leg. 

Mr. J. C. Power, of the Hongkong 
Motor Accessories Company, — sald 
that about .10.15 a.m. on February 2, 
he had been driving down Hankow 
Road towards Salisbury Rond when 
he saw a scramble going on in the 
gutter, As he came nearer he saw 
a lot of 10 cent pleces being collected 
by small Chinese boys, Thinking 
that there -had been a robbery he 
stopped his cur and jumped out, 


SAW .WOMAN BEING PUNCHED 


He suw Mrs. Pears jammed ina 
doorway, evidently being attacked 
by the defendants and a third per- 
son who disappeared’ on his arrival. 
Mrs, Pears saw witness and tried to 
come to him but was prevented by 
the defendants, who were punching 
her and tearing her clothing while 
a7 was endeavouring to defend her- 
self, . 


Bertha_Peara were. 


Tho tallor’ refused to cease his ot- 
tocks on. Mrs. Pears. and witness 
Pulled him aside, telling him to stop 
or he would forcibly stop him. 

Mrs, Pears was almost in a state 
of collapse and could hardly explain 
what had happencd. i 

Witness told tho tatlor that he was 
n police reservist nnd would arrest 
him If he did not stop the attacks, 
and said he had better go to the 
Water Police Station if he had any 
complaints to make. 

Defendants . eventunily agreed to 
fo, and got fnto their car and fol- 


lowed Mr. Power’s car to the station. }. 


The attitude of the defendants 
“was belligerent, and-the woman was 
very excited. : 

Asked by Mr. Lo if he had seen 
Mrs. Pears pulling the Chinese wo- 
man’s hair, Mr. Power replied that 
Mrs. Pears had been holding her off, 
and that the woman had. her two 
liands around Mrs. Pears’ throat and 
waa trying to strangle her. , 

Mr. Power denied that Mrs. Pears 
had been ottacking the- defendants, 
and said that-he-had pulled the taflor 
nside by force because he refused 
to stop. He had not told defendant 
that he would arrest him until he 
resisted, A 


ALLEGATION DENIED 


When Mr. Lo put it to him that he 
had kicked the woman in the back 
in separating her and had pushed 
her into her cnr, Mr. Power gave un 
emphatic and indignant denial. He 
declared that the woman had gone 
voluntarily and that he had not 
touched her, Ht had only seized 
her husband, ‘ 
- Another witness, Mr. S, D. Panai- 
taki, residing at 20 Jordan Road, sald 
he had been standing inside a shop 
in Hankow Road and on looking out 
saw Mrs. Pears standing on the other 
side of the street. Defendants were 
facing her and they were talking. 
The next moment the man pushed 
Mrs. Pears with both hands two or 
three times, forcing her to step back. 
Then the woman came up and struck 
her several times, after which the 
¥roup became confused. 

Witness saw another European, a 
Mr. Domrichoff, run up and try to 
separate them, without success. 
Secing that the situation. was rather 
serious, witness Ieft the shop and 
joined Mr. Domrichoft in his efforts, 
but even two of them could not halt 
the fight. Then Mr, Power came up 
and stopped it. 

Witness said another Chinese had 
come up after Mr. Domrichoff and 
had struck Mrs, Pears on the 
shoulder. When Mr. Power arrived, 
this mian changed his role and be- 
came n mediator, helping Mr. Power. 

When he had been running up to 
join Mr, Domrichoff, said Mr. Panal- 
taki, he had seen the woman throw 
n package of coins in| Mrs, Pears’ 
face, : 

In witness’ opinion, the Chinese 
appeared to be the aggressors, and 
the woman had been most active 
after the first moment. 

Mr. Lo told witness that no men- 
lion had hitherto been made of the 
second Chinese man, but witness re- 
plied that he had related what he 
had seen, 

This closed the case for the pro- 
secution,

flora and prehistory are of more than 
ordinary interest for these reasons, 

“Hongkong, as a Colony, js also 
unique in the British Empire !n not 
possessing a muscum or art gallery. 

“Reference to this fact is made in 
no uncertajn“terms by the Muscums 
Association in thelr Empire survey 
carried out at the request of the 
Carnegie Corporation of New York: 
"Hongkong, in_ fact, represents the 
low-water mark in museum provision 
throughout the whole of the Empire, 
excepting only the smaller istands of 
the Pacific and some of the more 
backward African territories.” 

“We consider that the present time 
fs approprinte for the removal of this 
stigma, 

“The Colony, being geographically 
part of China and situated in the 
track of racial migrations In proto- 
historle times, has unique advantipes 
for the sludy of the origins and deve- 
lopment of Chinese culture in many 
of its aspects, 

“The Chinese Government — has 
spent large sums on the establishment 
of museums and libraries in Peiping, 
Kalfeong, Nanking, Shanghai and in 
many other cities, which in design 
and management follow those of 
Europe and America, This «fact, 
coupled with the wealth of material 
available, provides an ample reason 
for the establishment of a museum 
which at the least should be on u 
evel with the standard attained In 
China." . 

CONFINING SCOPE 


The Committee is emphatic in stat- 
ing that the muscum must, in its 
opinion, be confined in its scope to 
Hongkong and, Chinese Interest. 

"Tf this rule is not rigidly ndhered 
to, the muscum, like its predecessor, 
will become a repository for odds and 
ends from every corner of the globe. 
A general and comprehensive 
museum is quite outside the present 
requirements — of Hongkong = and 
should not now be envisaged.” 

(Reference ts made in the Report to 
the existing collections velonging to 
the Government. 

The Committee suggests that provi- 
sion should be made for the exhibl- 
tion of paintings and drawings by 
Chinnery and pupils, which form 
pirt of the Chater collection at pre- 
sent scattered all over the Colony. 
The porcelain section of the Chater 
collection does not mect with en- 
thusiasm in the report. 

“The collection: of porcelains con- 
sists of 17th, 18th and 19th century 
wares, imitating a small group of 
Chinese ceramics of the K’ang-hsl 
period of the Ch'ing dynasty. 

“These are by no means representa- 
tive of Chinese ceramic art and the 
exhibition of more than n selected few 
would be tedious and misleading to 
the public and absolutely of no value 
to students.”

Sir Montague Burton, founder of 
a famous chain of tailoring shops in 
England, ts making tho round-the- 
world tour for the second time aboard

- “It is gratifying to learn that res- 
ponsible public opinion in the Far 
East is prepared to support collective 
security,” he declared. ORE tas 

“It docs not require.much imagina~ 
tion," he went on, “to conjure up a 
picture of what the position would be 
if certain aggressive Governments 
whether in the East or the West, gain- 
ed control of the destinies of some of 
the States In the Near ob Far East. 

“Britain has always treated her 
Eastern subjects us members of. the 
Empire Family, and thelr destiny and 
welfare as a sacred trust. This, how- 
ever, ts not the conception of the of- 


uressor States lowards people Jn the: 


East. Listen to what one of the Dice 
tutors sald a doy or two ago:— 

‘Japan Is a force for security. A 
victory for Japan in China, however, 
ereat; does not endanger the culture 
of the white races,’ 

“In other words, according to that 
Dictator, it docs not matter if four 
hundred million people arc enslaved, 
if an inoffensive natlon is ‘decimated, 
If a peace loving people perish, so 
Jong as it’ docs not endanger the 
culture of the while races,” he said. . 


= SUGGESTS REMEDY 


“The remedy, I venture to suggest, 
Is that an International Police Force 
should be established to. Implement 
the decisions of the Lengue of 
Nations; in other words, to inaugurate 
n reign of collective security. 

“There Is already « movement in 
existence advocating such a policy. It 
is known ‘as the New Commonwealth, 

The objects of the New Common. 
wealth, Sir Montague sald, were to 
secure International Justice through 
the establishmant of:— 

A Tribunal empowered to settle all 
disputes threatening the peace of the, 
world, and : 

A Police Force to uphold {nter- 
national law and maintain order. 


MUST BE BACKED BY FORCE 


“It is useless to have a League of 
Nations or an, International .Court, 
unless behind them there is an 
armed organized force, capable of 
commanding respect for their decl- 
sions.” : 

The scheme hud the following 
advantages:— 

It was the only remedy against 
international anurchy; : 

No nation, no matter how arrogant 
and: nggressive, would risk the de- 
scent of an International Alr Squad- 
ron upon its Capital; this would be 
just as Inconccivable aos the local 
bully defying the entire Police Force, 

“The alternative to oan Inter- 
national Police Force may meun the 
destruction of .civilication, and the 
relurn to the jungle,” Sir Montague 
went on, 

“The annual contribution of any 
country to an International Potice 
Force would ‘not excced, either in 
blood or treasure, the cost of onc 
hour's warfare; bearing in mind 
that during the Great War, the bill 
of Great Britain alone was a 
quarter-of-n-million sterling per 
hour.” 

Once an International Police Force 
was established, olher urgent prob- 
lems could be dealt with, he con- 
tinued: For instance, at the moment 
one half of the world was in need 
of commodities which the other half 
was anxious to supply, but, due to 
economic maladjustment, wheat, fruit, 
colfec, etc, were destroyed’ because 
the people In need of such commo- 
dities had not the means to pay for 
them, and would not have the means 
until international confidence was 
restored, i: 


EVERYONE ELIGIBLE 


“Every nation js eligible to’ join 
the suggested form of collective 
security,” Sir Montague stated: “It 
is particularly hoped that America 
may join. There is no doubt that 
the British Empire and America 
could place the aggressors ‘in thelr 
proper position. - 

“I venture to emphasise that the 
otgressor nations ure on the verge 
of bankruptcy.” : 

In conclusion Sir Montague said: — 

“In one form or another, either 
before or after another world war, 
an International Police Force will 
have to come into being. Why 
should It not come now, before the 
flower of mankind is sacrificed, 
before capital cities and cathedrals 
ure destroyed and mankind ‘decim- 
ated? If only half the effort ex- 
tended on war preparations were 
devoted to planning how to avoid 
war, If, in every sphere of life, co- 
operation were substituted tn place 


of conflict, ‘thls world would soon | 


become a Paradise, 

“{ mankind means to have peace, 
its will can be made effective,” he 
concluded, :
